History  of  the  Exmouth  Hospital.

rPHE  first  Cottage  Hospital  in  Exmouth  was  started  in  8, 
Clarence  Road  by  the  late  Mrs.  Hume  Long  in  1884,  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Hodgson,  and  assisted  by  Nurse  Harris. 
In  1886  Mrs.  Hume  Long  took  two  houses  in  Bicton  Street, 
converting  them  into  a  Hospital  and  calling  it  The  Maud 
Hospital,  after  her  daughter,  who  had  died.  She  fitted  it  up 
completely  and  ran  it  entirely  herself  with  the  aid  of 
nurses,  superintending  and  paying  for  everything,  including 
a  Medical  Library,  which  she  provided. 

Mrs.  Hume  Long  died  in  December,  1899,  and  early  in 
1900  the  Rt.  Hon  Walter  Long,  M.P.,  who  was  afterwards  Lord 
Long  of  Wraxall,  handed  the  Hospital  over  to  a  Committee  to 
manage,  together  with  £250  for  its  upkeep. 

The  residents  of  Exmouth  and  neighbourhood  came 
forward  and  subscribed  towards  its  maintenance. 

In  1902  it  was  decided  that  the  Maud  Hospital  was  a 
unsuitable  building,  and  the  public  were  asked  to  subscribe 
to  build  a  new  hospital.  Donations  were  quickly  forthcoming 
and  Mr.  W.  Davis,  of  “Doneraile,”  gave  £1,000  towards  the 
new  building,  which  was  called  “The  Exmouth  Cottage 
Hospital.”  Lady  Gertrude  Rolle  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the 
new  building  on  September  3rd,  1902,  and  the  Hospital  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  July  6th,  1903. 

The  kitchen  department  originally  was  placed  upstairs. 
This  was  found  to  be  inconvenient,  so  in  1916  the  kitchens  were 
brought  downstairs.  Extra  bedrooms  which  were  badly 
needed  were  added  and  paid  for  by  Major  Tracey,  in  memory  of 
his  wife. 

In  1925  it  was  again  found  that  the  Hospital  was  too 
small  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  It  was  felt  that  a 
Children’s  Ward  was  necessary,  as  well  as  other  additions,  in¬ 
cluding  an  X-ray  room,  a  new  out-patient  department  and 
additional  bedrooms  for  nurses.  In  the  succeeding  six  years  Dr. 
Stanley  Thomas  and  his  helpers  visualised  and  succeeded  in 
carrying  through  a  complete  remodelling  of  the  existing  struc¬ 
ture,  whereby  the  complement  of  beds  in  the  Hospital  was 
increased  from  sixteen  to  thirty-six.  The  foundation  stone  of 
the  extension  was  laid  by  Lady  Clinton  in  October.  1929.  The 
Hospital  building  was  therefore  more  than  doubled  in  size  and 
it  was  provided  with  a  fully  up-to-date  Operating  Theatre  and 
with  the  most  modern  equipment  throughout,  except  in  the 
X-ray  department.  The  nurses’  quarters  and  the  quarters  for 
the  domestic  staff  were  also  rebuilt  on  modern  lines.  The 
Hospital  thus  enlarged  was  renamed  “The  Exmouth  Hospital,” 
and  it  was  reopened  by  Lord  Exmouth  in  May,  1932,  but  the  work 
was  not  completed  till  several  months  later. 


In  1928  a  successful  Grand  Bazaar,  organised  by  Mr. 
Farleigh,  brought  in  £3,800.  The  people  of  Exmouth  also  came 
forward  with  liberal  donations,  to  the  extent  of  over  £10,000. 
The  largest  gifts  towards  the  building  fund  were  those  of  Mrs. 
Milles  (£1,500),  Mr.  Braund  (£1,000),  the  Lord  Clinton  and  Mr. 
C.  M.  P.  Wright  (£500  each).  Legacies  of  £500  were  also 
received  from  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Powell  and  of  the  Setten 
estate.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sowton  Barrow  at  this  time  contributed 
£1,000  towards  the  Hospital  endowments,  while  a  legacy  of  over 
£500  from  Mrs.  Davis  was  applied  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Hospital.  The  cost  of  the  improvements,  however,  partly  owing 
to  delays  in  building,  reached  £20,000,  and  unfortunately,  owing 
-to  the  prevailing  depression  and  in  spite  of  the  very  generous 
response,  the  full  amount  required  was  not  secured.  The 
Hospital  was  left  with  a  building  debt  of  over  £6,000. 

In  1930  the  Exmouth  and  District  Hospital  League  came 
into  being.  So  rapid  was  its  growth  that,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1935,  59  per  cent,  of  the  in-patients  in  the  Hospital  were 
members  of  the  League. 

In  1933,  by  the  generosity  of  Miss  Sheldon,  a  modern 
X-ray  plant  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  over  six  hundred  pounds. 
Extra  quarters  for  the  night  nursing  staff  were  also  provided 
from  a  bequest  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Law. 

In  1934,  owing  to  a  very  generous  gift  of  £2,000  by  Miss 
Sheldon,  and  a  further  effort  towards  reduction,  the  building 
debt  was  substantially  reduced,  and  in  1935  it  was  further 
reduced  as  a  result  of  a  legacy  by  Mr.  J.  Braund.  It  is  still  over 
£1,800. 


In  1935,  the  kitchen  premises  were  enlarged  and  a  cold 
storage  larder  was  installed.  In  1938  by  the  help  of  the  Hospital 
League  the  kitchen  was  modernised  by  the  installation  of  an 
Aga  cooking  range  and  ice  generating  plant. 

In  1938  four  additional  private  wards  with  a  private 
ward  kitchen  were  added.  They  were  given  by  Miss  Sheldon 
at  a  cost  of  £2,250, 

In  1939  the  bed  complement  of  the  Hospital  was  again 
raised  to  place  the  Hospital  on  a  war  footing.  A  portable  X-ray 
unit  and  other  articles  of  equipment  were  purchased.

REPORT  FOR  1940. 


JN  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  outbreak  of  war  did  not  find  the 
Exmouth  Hospital  unprepared,  the  year  1940  has  been  an 
expensive  one  owing  to  the  rise  in  prices  and  to  the  work  en¬ 
tailed  in  maintaining  the  standard  required  of  Hospitals  in 
war  time.  We  have  had  to  increase  our  Nursing  Staff  con¬ 
siderably,  to  re-model  part  of  the  Hospital,  so  as  to  enable 
casualties  to  be  taken  in  and  dealt  with  promptly,  to  bring  our 
main  X-ray  installation  up-to-date,  to  add  to  the  protection  of 
the  Hospital  against  fire  and  blast,  to  provide  extra  beds, 
bedding  and  accessories  and  to  maintain  our  emergency  stores 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
As  a  result,  the  expenditure  for  the  year  has  risen  by  more 
than  £850  over  that  of  last  year,  which_also  was  an  abnormal 
year. 

Meanwhile  subscriptions  have  fallen  by  £40  and  dona¬ 
tions  by  £100.  We  have  had  no  Pantomime  or  other  entertain¬ 
ments  held  in  our  aid  and  no  Motor  Week.  The  people  of 
Exmouth,  when  they  had  the  chance  to  help  us  by  street 
collections  responded  willingly.  The  collection  on  Hospital 
Flag  Day  reached  a  record  figure.  That  on  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  was  the  best  for  many  years.  The  Churches  of  Exmouth 
continued  their  generous  support  and  the  Exmouth  and  District 
Hospital  League  continued  its  work  successfully  in  spite  of  the 
war.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  legacies  from  Mrs.  Brem- 
ridge  and  Mrs.  Hunt  and  gifts  of  £100  from  the  late  Mr. 
Bisseker,  and  of  £77  from  the  Devon  Queen  Victoria  Com¬ 
memoration  and  King  Edward  Memorial  Funds,  also  the  work 
done  for  us  by  Mr.  Delderfield’s  Committee,  Mrs.  Murray’s 
Committee,  and  Linen  League  and  the  House  to  House 
Collectors.  The  original  rate  of  Government  payment  for  Ser¬ 
vice  cases,  casualties  and  Government  evacuees  covered  the  ex¬ 
penditure  incurred  on  the  cases  received  and  the  sum  allowed 
us  for  beds  reserved  enabled  us  to  do  most  of  the  work 
necessary  to  bring  the  Hospital  onto  a  war  footing. 


Tiie  amount  of  £849  11s.  Id.,  however,  shown  in  the  balance 
sheet  as  a  contingent  liability  to  the  Government,  arises  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  having  since  adopted  a  different  basis 
of  calculation  for  the  monthly  payments  to  the  Hospital  with 
retrospective  effect.  This  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the 
Ministry  and  we  are  in  negotiation  with  them  with  a  view  to 
adjusting  the  differences  between  us. 

We  thank  our  Doctors  and  Nursing  Staff  for  work  well 
done  in  emergencies  and  throughout  the  year.  All  those  who 
work  at  and  for  the  Hospital  have  been  trying  to  play  their 
part  in  the  Country’s  effort. 

We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  our  former  Vice- 
Chairman,  Mr.  John  Horsburgh,  a  wise  counsellor  and  always 
a  generous,  friend  in  need. 

Finally  we  pay  our  tribute  to  the  calm  discipline  of  the 
patients  during  air  raids  and  to  the  fortitude  of  those  brought 
into  the  Hospital,  injured  by  enemy  action.  The  Nursing 
Staff  for  their  part  greatly  appreciate  the  gratitude,  which 
patients  and  relatives  alike  have  shown  by  word  and  by  letter.
